The latest murder has many char- 


acteristics .; of the Oilman strangling 
case, and Attorney John Egan, who 
has been retained to defend the Mar- 
jkowitz brothers and their sister Ber- 
tha, declares that the same hand that 
clutched Dona Oilman, also choked 
the life out of Anna Markowitz. He

CASABLANCA. 


TEN CENTS A WEEK. 


PRINCIPALS IN BIG VERDICT AGAINST STANDARD OIL. 


Native Quarter of Town Almost Com 


pletely Destroyed by Bombard- 


ment from Warships, 


Tangier, Morocco, Aug. 7. — The 


Moorish quarter of Casablanca has 
suffered a severe bombardment from 
the French 
warships, owing to a 


breach of faith on the part of the na- 
tives in not giving safe conduct to a 
relief 
force sent from, one of the 


French ships to the Frencn consulate. 
Seven French 
officers, six French 


sailors and about 150 natives were 
killed. The older part of the town is 
in ruins, and it is said the bombard- 
ment will continue until the Moorish 
leader is surrendered to the French 
consul. 


Fighting continued throughout Sun- 


day. 
The French-ships fired a total 


of about 2,000 shells. The number of 
Moorish dead will run into the hun- 
dreds. A single party of marines kill- 
ed 150 Moors. The French wounded 
number about 12. No Frenchman wa>s 
killed. The Marabout Sidi Marouf was 
wounded. 


At 5 o'clock Sunday morning a de-, 


tachment of 50 French marines, in 
command of an ensign, landed in the 
city. This force had hardly passed 
through the water gate before it re- 
ceived a volley fire at point blank 
range from a detachment of regular 
troops. Five marines and the ensign 
were wounded. The ensign was shot 
through both hands. In spite of his 
injuries he ordered his men to fix bay- 
onets and charge. 
This the French- 


men did, and in, the fighting 150 Moors 
lost their lives. The marines contin- 
ued their way, clearing the ground of 
the enemy as they went, until they 
reached the French consulate, where 
the French citizens in Casablanca had 
taken refuge. The other 
European 


residents had sought safety at their 
respective consulates. 


In the meantime the French cruiser 


Galilee had commenced shelling the 
native villages outside of Casablanca 
to prevent armed Arabs from entering 
the city. 


The French steamer Du Chayla ar- 


rived at Casablanca Sunday. She had 
been in. wireless communication with 
the Galilee and as she steamed in her 
gunners were at their stations. Broad- 
side onto the beach she opened an en- 
filading fire with mellinite shells on 
the horsemen and native on foot, who 
were in the market place to the east 
of the town. 
The 
horsemen 
were 


rldftg madly in circles. 


The Du Chayla also sent a party 


ashore under Commandant Mangin. 
As they were landing these men were 
subjected to a fire from a Moorish 
force under command of the Marabout 
Sidi Belout, but the rapid-fire guns in 
the bows of the French launches 
cleared the ground for the sailors, who 
made their landing expeditiously. The 
sailors scaled the walls of the Portu- 
guese consulate 
and reached 
the 


French consulate under cover of the 
guns of the marines already there. 


A party of 30 men were landed from 


a Spanish cruiser, but this vessel did 
not take part in the bombardment. 


At 5:30 in the afternoon the French 


cruiser Forbin arrived, and immedi- 
ately thereafter the steamer Anatole 
left. 
She was requisitioned by the 


French consul to carry dispatches to 
^Tangier. As she left port she passed 
a German and an English vessel 
crowded with refugees. 


According to semi-official advices of 


the fighting at Casablanca the com- 
mander of the Galilee asked for per- 
mission to land a guard of sailors to 
protect the French consulate, which 
was granted, but while the guard was 
proceeding to the conswlate they were 
fired upon in the streets and six blue- 
jackets anu an ensign were woundd. j 
The French then cleared the streets 1 
at the point of the bayonet, killing ' 
many of the Moors. 


On arriving at the consulate the 


guard signalled the news of the inci- 
dent to the Galilee, and the French 
ship notified 
the 
Spanish cruiser, 


which landed a guard for the consul- 
ate of Spain. The warship then bom- 
barded the Arab quarter of Casa- 
blanca. The Casablanca battery fired 
a couple of blank shots when the Du 
Chayla was entering the bay and the 
cruiser replied, destroying part of the 
battery, the Moorish gunners retiring. 
The European part of the city was not 
touched. The Du Chayla then shelled 
the beach, where a number of Kabyles 
had assembled, killing many of them. 
The cruiser also shelled the outskirts 
of Casablanca, where groups of Moors 
were seen. 


The French ships at Casablanca are 


the Galilee, Du Chayla and Forbin, and 
the Spanish cruiser Don Alvara de 
Bazan.

STRANGERS ARE IN DANGER 


Every Accusation Subjects the Sus- 


pected Person to Imminent Danger 
of Lynching, In Addition to Other 
Mob Violence — How a Greek Ped- 
dler Had tt> Run For His Life. 


New York, Aug. 7.—Crimes continue 


In the foreign quarter, though in some 
cases persons are mobbed on very 
slight cause, and lynching without 
good cause has been/ prevented only 
by timely arrival of the police. Never 
before in the history of this city has 
mob violence so frequently attended 
attacks on children. 


Led by a woman who alternately in 


Italian and broken English 
cried 


"avenge my daughter," a reckless 
crowd dr. perhaps 2,000 persons storm- 
ed Fourteenth street car barns of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway company, 
where a policeman had sought refuge 
with a seriously pummeled prisoner. 
Paul Sorgerator, a Greek peddler, 30 
years of age, who had made the mis- 
take, so it is charged, of kissing Grace 
Josco, an Italian of 11 years. A shrill 
cry from the girl and an impassioned 
appeal by the mother put the foreign- 
ers of the neighborhood in a rage, and 
as the Greek took to his heels a crowd 
pursued. He was overtaken and kick- 
ed nearly senseless. By this time 
some one had snatched a clothesline 
from the window of a grocery store. 
and the others attempted to put a 
noose over the offender's head. Only 
the over-eagerness of each rioter to 
have a hand in the lassoolng saved the 
peddler's neck. 


During the confusion a policeman 


arrived and clubbed his way to tha 
endangered man, and dragged him to 
the nearby car barns. Police reserves 
stood oft the mob while the Greek was 
hustled into a patrol wagon. Through 
a crowd that cried "kill him," "lynch 
him," the police fought their way to 
the nearest station house. Sogerato 
was in bad shape, his eyes were black- 
ened, his nose broken, scalp torn and 
face lacerated and his body black with 
bruises. 


Edward Pratt, 40, a millwright, had 


a somewhat similar 
experience in 


"West Fifty-seventh street. Nellie and 
Helen Farrell, each about 10 years old, 
accused' Pratt of improper remarks. 
He-was frightfully mauled before res- 
cued by the police. 


Adelaide Wildrer, a nurse, fought off 


an assailant on the West Side. The 
man was arrested. 


A man who attempted an assault 


upon a little girl in Greene street es- 
caped. Tony Sardo was arrested on 
a child's complaint in Brooklyn. 


The courts are acting promptly on 


assault cases. P. J. Schmidt, a black- 
smith, charged with having attempted 
to attack a little girl, was sentenced 
to the penitentiary for one year. An- 
tonio Levant for a similar offense was 
given six months. 


"There isn't any crime wave," said 


Superintendent Jenkins of the society 
for the prevention of cruelty to chil- 
dren. "I mean by that that our statis- 
tics show no increase in the number 
of actual assaults committed upon 
girls under 16 years. At this season 
of the year there is always a relative 
Increase in the number of assault 
cases and attempted assaults upon 
gJrls under 16. They have not, how- 
ever, increased relatively to the in- 
crease of population. They are about 
the same number to date, this month 
and last, that there were in July and 
August of 1906." 


Trying to Seat^ It. 


Washington, Aug. 7.—It was stated 


at the department of justice that an 
amended bill had been filed by the 
government in the "powder trust" case 
at Wilmington, alleging that since the 
preparation of the government's peti- 
tion, on or about July 27 last, the E. I.

"SOMETHfNOMUST BE DONE" 


The Municipal Plants of Knightstown, 


Ind., Are In » Bad Way. 


The Star of Muiicie, Ind., recently de- 


scribed the condition of the municipal 
plants of Kaisfatstown, lad., in the 
following ™ay: 


"The municipal electric light and 


waterworks piaat is threatened Trith 
fiaaaciai disaster unless relief meas- 
ures are taken at once. In order to 
settle the question satisfactorily the 
city council has decided to adopt the 
referendum in the matter and let the 
taxpayers rote on the proposition of 
issuing bonds to enlarge and perfect 
the plant 


"The report of the superintendent 


shows that the electric lisht plant has 
been running behind during the fisca 
year and that something must be done 
to keep it in operation. The busmes 
has Increased so that there is not now 
adequate power for the dynamos, anc 
a new engine will have to be put in 
The city council also claims th"t thi 
rates are entirely too low and tha 
prices must be increased to keep the 
plant on a self sustaining basis. 


"An ordinance is now pending pro 


Tiding for the enlargement and im 
provement of the plant and providin 
for a special election to determine if 
the city shall issue bonds calling for 
$10,000. The present council has hac

J.n a recent issue the Municipal Jour- 
nal and Engineer announced that the 
municipal light and water plant of Mil- 
ford Center, O., was to be sold at 
auction. 
The following was received 


In response to a request for further in- 
formation from the president of the 
village: 


"I beg to say that the reason for the 


sale of the municipal light and water 
plant is the failure of municipal own- 
ership to operate the plant as econom- 
ically as private Interests could." 


J. L. Boylan of the board of trustees 


of public affairs writes more fully: 


"On account of a fast increasing de- 


ficiency It Is deemed best to dispose of 
the plant. We have had twelve years 
of municipal ownership and have been 
fortunate in getting good business men, 
at the head, yet the plant has never 
been on a self supporting basis and is 
now in need of a great amount of re- 
pair, without any better outlook for 
sufficient income to warrant expense. 
We therefore wish to get rid of a 
'white elephant.'" 


A Sample of Public'Ownership. 


The Russian newspaper Sviet is re- 


sponsible for the following story:

31. 1906, shows that the cost of opera- 
tion exceeded the appropriation by 
$2,049 for the lighting plant and $4.314 
for the waterworks. In other words, 
the plants are costing nearly $2.000 a 
year more than was expected, with no 
allowance for the depreciation, which 
Is adding another $1,000 annually to 
the cost .

PORT ARTHUR COMMENDED 


Seeing the Sights. 


Declared to Have Been the Best That 


Could Be Expected Under the Cir- 
cumstances—Pitiable Picture Paint- 
ed of Conditions Within the Fortress 
Toward the Last of the Struggle. 


Paris, Aug. 7.—General Stoessel, the 


Russian commander about to be court- 
martialed for the surrender of Port 
Arthur at the time of the Russo-Jap- 
anese war, has found a defender here 
in the person of Captain Tsunoda, Jap- 
anese military attache at this point, 
the 
officer who conducted General 


Nogi's negotiations for the surrender. 
He has ^rUr»n a letter In General 
Stoessel's behalf. 


The Japanese attache in his letter 


painted a pitiable picture of the condi- 
tions prevailing m the fortress, which 
he was the first to enter. All the Rus- 
sians' food was exhausted and 
the 


20,000 Russians under arms were, he 
said, in no condition to fight. The key 
to the fortress, Capt. Tsunoda added, 
was gone when "23 Meter" hill was 
captured, and the fortress was at the 
mercy of the Japanese Feb. 1, 1905, 
when they took the summit of Wang 
Tai. General Stoessel, according to 
the Japanese officer, might have held 
out for a fortnight longer, but the re- 
sult would have been an inevitable 
massacre, in which it would have been, 
difficult 
to 
distinguish combatants 


from noncombatants. 


Captain Tsunoda said: "If others 


forget it, we remember Port Arthur, 
because it cost us 60,UOO lives by gun- 
fire alone. 
We dug 40 kilometers of 


parallels 
and 
expended 
30,000,000 


rounds of ammunition. European his- 
tory chronicles the glorious capitula- 
tion of Port Arthur, and it is so con- 
sidered in Japan. That is \\hy the 
emperor of Japan ordered General 
Nogi to treat General Stoessel with all 
the honors due to a gallant soldier. 
His own country should treat him 
likewise " 


FORMER'RUSSJANS 


To Assemble at London In a Political 


Convention. 


London, Aug. 7. — Another Russian 


political convention will assemble in 
London during the month of August. 
The Russian social revolutionary party 
is the name which Its supporters give 
it, but advices from Russia contend 
that the party is composed of anarch- 
ists and Nihilists. Elections are being 
held all over Russia to choose ten 
delegates from each of the &6 prov- 
inces of European Russia and Siberia 
which will bring number up to 1,200. 
The English papers say that no one 
will be eligible for election unless he 
has been twice convicted of political 
offenses. Geneva has heretofore been 
the headquarters of the party but the 
people there have come to consider 
its members undesirables and finally 
refused to permit their gatherings. 
The matters to be considered by the 
conference are these: 
1. The estab- 


lishment of the foreign headQuarters 
of the party in London instead of in 
Geneva, where practical work is ren- 
dered almost impossible owing to re- 
cent legislation. 2. The preparations 
for the forthcoming congress. 
3. A 


union with the London group of Rus- 
sian Polish communists for the pur- 
pose of cementing together an organ- 
ization, the forming of a lar^e print- 
ing plant for the publication of Nihi- 
list papers in Russian and Yiddish." 


Navy Helps Celsbrate. 


Liverpool, Aug. 7. — The British 


channel fleet, consisting of 17 battle- 
ships and cruisers, commanded by Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford, arrived 
here to participate in the celebration 
of the sepcentenary of the foundation 
of Liverpool. Replying to an address 
of the may and coiportion, Admiral 
Beresforcl, referring to the proposals 
'or a reduction of armaments, said he 
sympathized with the ideals of the 
peace society, but if armaments were 
reduced it was absolutely certain that 
this country would soon be involved 
war. All implements of war were de- 
plorable-, but they kept peace, and the 
British fleet should be so strong that 
anybody violating peace should be im- 
mediately annihilated.
